The officers discovered that the 
man, James Edward Skinner, 41, 
Anderson, S. C., had apparently fallen 
asleep. The car’s windshield wipers 
were operating and the engine was 
running. 
Skinner failed a sobriety balance 
test, according to Smallwood, who 
initially 
charged 
him 
with 
in­ 
toxication. 
Sgt. 
Smallwood 
accompanied 
Skinner to the driver’s side of the 
vehicle to allow the man to lock his 
1975 model car when he spotted what 
appeared to be a homemade key on the 
floorboard of the vehicle. 
The officers obtained a search 
warrant from Municipal Court Judge 
Sterling I .amb and found a money bag 
from the Citizens’ Southern National 
Bank that contained $12.50 in change; 
a money bag from Charles Getsinger 


Guy Motors that contained $16.95 in 
cash; a paper bag that contained two 
homemade keys, two blank keys, and a 
part of a lock; a satchel that contained 
a cloth bag, bobby pins, $2 worth of 
nickles, coin wrappers, a hacksaw 
blade, two pair of pliers, two files, 
loose change, and another part of a 
lock. 


IxH-al police, checking his identity, 
discovered that Skinner has a long 
criminal record that includes murder 
and kidnapping. 


He was convicted in 1950 for theft 
and served time in Port Allen, I .a.. 
County Jail; convicted of three counts 
of grand larceny in Dallas. Tex., in 
1952; convicted for burglary in 1952 in 
Ponca City, Okla., and sentenced to 
Texas Prison, Huntsville, Tex., for 
three years; and arrested in 1954 in 
Houston, Tex., as a federal fugitive.

arrested Skinner July 24, 1954, for 
murder and kidnapping. 
He was 
sentenced there Nov. ll, 1954, to a life 
term for first degree murder and 
kidnapping with the sentences running 
concurrently. 
Skinner escaped from the prison 
Feb. 13, 1957, but was apprehended in 
Dallas Feb. 20, 1957.

Syrian President 
Discloses Peace 
Offer To Israelis 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The president of Syria says his 
government will sign a peace treaty if 
the Jewish state gives up all the 
territory it captured in the 1967 war 
and agrees to a Palestinian state made 
up of the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and the Gaza Strip. 


It was his strongest statement yet on 
the possibility of an agreement with 
Israel. 


“ This is not propaganda. We mean it 
— seriously and explicitly,” President 
Hafez Assad told Newsweek magazine. 
Israel, however, has repeatedly 
rejected those two demands. 


The Egyptian magazine Rose a1 
Youssef reported that Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger told Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyko 
he expected to get an agreement next 
month for another Israeli troop with­ 
drawal in both the Sinai Desert and the 
Golan Heights front with Syria. The 
report said Kissinger and Gromyko 
agreed to call the Geneva peace 
conference back into session in April if 
the withdrawal 
agreement 
was 
reached. 


The Israeli Foreign Ministry said it 
had not been informed of any such 
Soviet-American agreement, and 
newsmen accompanying Kissinger on 
his recent visit to the Middle East 
reported no indications of Israeli 
willingness to give up any more Golan 
Heights territory. 


Falastin As-Thawra, a 
Beirut 
magazine that reflects the views of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
claimed a U.S.-Egyptian deal in the 
offing would provide for the inter­ 
nationalization of East Jerusalem, 
where the holy places are located, in 
exchange for the next Israeli with­ 
drawal in the Sinai.

organization opened a 10-day meeting 
in Cairo to review requests from 60 
firms to 
be 
removed 
from 
the 
blacklist. The boycott includes Ford 
Motor Co. and Coca Cola as well as a 


number of personalities sympathetic 
to Israeli causes. 
The Israeli m ilitary command 
reported that an army patrol clashed 
with a band of guerrillas on the 
lebanese border Saturday night and 
killed one of the Arabs. It was the first 
border incident reported since Feb. I. 
A hijacker diverted a North Yemeni 
plane with one passenger aboard to 
Saudi Arabia on Sunday and was 
immediately arrested, Egypt’s official 
Middle East News Agency reported. 
A flash flood in the northern Sinai 
desert Sunday engulfed a Bedouin 
camp, and Israeli officials reported 
nine persons known dead and at least 
20 missing. They said it was the worst 
flood in the normally arid zone in 60 
years.

In Prices 
Expected 


DETROIT (AP) — Car rebate offers 
expire this week and Ford Motor Co. is 
expected to match General Motors’ 
decision to lower the price tag on some 
compact models by eliminating some 
standard equipment. 
The $100 to $600 rebates, which went 
into effect in early January, boosted 
car sales and whittled away at new car 
inventories, but not nearly enough to 
force the car companies to increase 
production and call back workers. 
With 13 assembly lines closed this 
week, 255,000 of the industry’s 683,000 
blue-collar workforce are laid off. 
Ford President I^e Iacocca says 
Ford will step up production 50 per 
cent next month and begin calling back 
some of the 35,000 workers who are in­ 
definitely laid off. 
Eight of Ford’s assembly lines are 
closed this week. Three are closed at 
GM and two at Chrysler. 
GM was able to reduce the sticker 
price on nine of its small cars by $104 to 
$313 by knocking off some standard 
equipment. However, the cost of its 
lowest-price model — the Chevrolet 
Vega — remained unchanged. 
Reports indicate Ford will match 
GM’s pricing move, but the No. 2 auto 
maker has not yet announced its post­ 
rebate plans.

Demos Hammer Out Energy Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While at­ 
tention is focused on President Ford’s 
battle with Congress over oil tariffs, 
two Senate committees are nearing 
approval of their own substitutes for 
the President’s energy program. 
As Congress awaits Ford’s promised 
veto of 
a 
bill 
suspending 
the 
President’s $3-a-barrel oil tariff, the 
Senate Interior Committee plans to 
approve early this week a gasoline ra­ 
tioning bill. The measure would give 
the President standby authority, with 
congressional consent, to impose 
gasoline rationing or take other 
emergency conservation measures 
during any future fuel shortage. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Commerce 
Committee is considering two other 
bills that are expected to be a part of 
the energy program being drawn up by 
a Senate-House Democratic task force. 
One 
bill 
would 
require 
that 
automobiles and household appliances 
bear labels describing in simple terms 
their energy efficiency. This would 
give the consumer help in making 
energy-efficient purchases. 
The second bill being considered by 
the Commerce Committee would set 
ceiling prices on “ new” natural gas 
but allow the price to be increased 
periodically in response to inflation. 
The Ford administration is urging an 
end to all price controls on natural gas. 
The Senate-House panel working on 
the Democratic energy program is 
headed by Sen. John O. Pastore, D- 
R.I., and Rep. James C. Wright, D- 
Tex. 


The joint panel plans to meet again 
Tuesday to coordinate the House and 
Senate efforts. 
The final Democratic energy plan is 
expected to reject Ford’s contention 


that consumption of imported oil 
should be cut two million barrels a 
day, or 28 per cent, by the end of 1977. 
Ford proposes to reach the goal by 
raising the price of fuel. The ad­ 
ministration’s program envisions 
boosting gasoline prices by 15 cents a 
gallon and Ford’s tariff is the first step 
toward making make energy more 
expensive. 


But Democrats, who contend this 
would worsen inflation and recession, 
are putting far more emphasis on 
battling unemployment than 
on 
reducing U.S. reliance on foreign oil. 
In the House, energy bills have not 
moved past the hearing stage, mainly 
because the House Ways and Means 
Coiiuuittee has been preoccupied with 
an emergency anti-recession tax cut. 


Pentagon Boosts Enlistment 
Period From 2 To 3 Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Pen­ 
tagon’s manpower chief says there is 
“ very small risk” that recruiting for 
the all-volunteer force will be set back 
by a new order increasing minimum 
service enlistments from two to three 
years. 
"We’re confident we can continue to 
make our strength and keep our 
quality up,” Asst. Secretary of 
Defense William K. Brehm said. 
Brehm spoke in an interview after

R. 
Schlesinger announced Sunday on 
ABC’s "Issues and Answers” that 
minimum enlistments will be raised 
from two to three years. 
Pentagon sources said Schlesinger 
overrode service objections and or­ 
dered the changes into effect by the 
new fiscal year in July. Certain Army 
generals and Navy admirals were 
reported to be concerned that the 
longer enlistments could make it 
difficult to get enough recruits when 
the recession ends. 
Sources hinted that Schlesinger 
might push for a four-year floor on 
enlistments 
in all the services 
State Senate Panel Eyes Transportation 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )- Hearings 
begin in the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee this afternoon on Gov. James A. 
Rhodes $1.6 billion transportation bond 
issue. 
Chairman David L. Headley, D-28 
Barberton, said he hoped Rhodes 
himself would appear but was “ sure” 
the governor will be represented by 
Transportation Director Richard D. 
Jackson. 
Sen. W illiam H. Mussey, R-14 
Batavia, is chief sponsor of the 
proposal which, if approved by the 
legislature and by voters on Ohio’s 
June 3 primary ballot, would increase 
the state’s seven cents a gallon 
gasoline tax by nine-tenths of a cent. 
An even bigger bond issue proposal, 
being asked by Rhodes as part of a 
four-point package he wants on the 
ballot, comes up again tonight in the 


House Ways and Means Committee. It 
would increase the four per cent sales 
tax by seven-tenths of a cent to raise 
$2.5 billion for massive inner city 
improvements and port projects on the 
Ohio River and I^ke Erie, among 
other things. 


The legislature faces a March 5 
statutory deadline for getting Rhodes’ 
four proposals on the ballot. It will be a 
tight schedule, and some of the 
committee chairmen involved have 
said frankly they think there may not 
be enough time. 
Aside from the two bond issues 
totaling $4.1 
billion, Rhodes 
is 
proposing constitutional amendments 
to authorize state revenue bonds for 
nusing homes and housing, and a 30- 
year tax reprieve for industries 
locating new facilities or expanding 


existing ones in Ohio. 


The 
nursing 
homes-housing 
resolution is pending in the House 
Economic 
Affairs 
and 
Federal 
Relations Committee where hearings 
resume tonight. 
Chairman 
Arthur 
Wilkowski, D-46 Toledo, said he is dis­ 
satisfied with its “ all encompassing” 
language and wants to shorten and 
clarify it. Democrats generally favor 
the housing part of Rhodes program. 


Sen. Marigene Valiquette’s Senate 
Ways and Means Committee will hear 
Rhodes’ plan for industrial tax 
abatements. Her panel is slated to hold 
its first hearing on it Tuesday mor­ 
ning. Sen. Valiquette has called on the 
governor to provide more information, 
saying the committee cannot act with 
the "haste” the governor wants unless 
it knows how state and local tax 


revenues would be affected and how 
much land is involved, among other 
things. 


House Ways and Means Chairman 
George D. Tablack, D-52 Campbell, 
and Headley both said they want to 
look closely at the Rhodes tax pro­ 
posals to determine if they represent 
the best means of financing. Headley 
said he has "considerable doubt” that 
the nine-tenths of a cent hike in the 
gasoline tax would be sufficient to pay 
off $1.6 billion in transportation bonds. 


Tablack said while he is keeping an 
"open mind” on the sales tax hike, he 
thinks some Democrats will propose 
other means oi financing the $2.5 bil­ 
lion bond issue. They have mentioned a 
possible hike in the state income tax 
for higher income families, as wrell as a 
boost in the . <>rporate income or 


franchise tax, the Mahoning County 
lawmaker said. 


Headley, noting weekend news 
reports indicating there could be an 
increase of about 13 cents a gallon in 
the federal gasoline tax, said Sunday it 
could develop that the proposed hike in 
the state tax would be “ insignificant.” 
However, he added that “ none of my 
constituents is clamoring for it.” 


Headley said he wants to look into 
Rhodes financing proposal to deter­ 
mine whether it may have been con­ 
ceived in part on an assumption of a 
federal gas tax increase that would 
permit the states to retain part of that 
increase. Ile also wants to know, he 
said, to what extent the proposal relies 
on using funds from previously ap­ 
proved bond issues, once their original 
obligation is met. 


sometime in the future. 
Army and Navy officials were un­ 
derstood to have expressed concern 
about the effect of longer enlistments 
when the economy improves. 
“ I think probably we can make our 
quotas as long as the recession lasts,” 
one senior officer said. “ But I have 
serious reservations about being able 
to meet our needs if the economy 
improves substantially.” 
Brehm said longer enlistments will 
reduce manpower turnover, leading to 
a higher experience level and better 
combat efficiency. 
He calculated that the armed ser­ 
vices get only about 18 months of 
useful service out of a new two-year 
enlistee because six months is used up 
with training, leave and travel from 
training bases to permanent units. 
There also will be money savings 
because "there will be fewer men to 
bring on active duty, to train and to 
move” during any one year, Brehm 
said. 
"We estimate that over the long 
term it will be possible to reduce 
enlistment requirements by about 
45,000 men a year,” Brehm said. 
In addition, 45,000 fewer men will go 
out of the service each year, he said. So 
he projected a benefit totaling 90,000 
men by the end of fiscal 1978.

about, there are signs of some 


strengths beginning to build in 
the economy.

Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
Chairman Arthur Burns, to 
name one top economist in the 
upper echelons of the decision- 
making machinery, testified 
before Congress early 
in 
February that he believes an 
economic 
upturn 
is 
only 
months away. 
One of the 


changes Burns cited to support 
his belief is the rapid decline in 
prime interest rates. 


Declining interest 
rates 
generally are a reflection of 
increased savings in relation 
to demand by borrowers. That 
is 
the 
case 
now 
Savings 
institutions across the nation 
report increases in savings 
funds and many have noted 
more money is becoming 
available for mortgages. 


Interest rates for mortgages 
have 
shown 
only 
slight 
declines so far, led by FHA 
and VA decreases from 9 to 8.5 
per cent. The pressure on 


mortgage rates is downward, 
indicating borrowers seeking 
conventional loans should find 
the cost of borrowing declining 
as 1975 progresses. 
At the same time mortgage 
lenders are easing credit 
r e str ic tio n s. 
a ccep tin g 
smaller down payments and 
extending loans. Also helping 
the housing industry is the fact

lumber, copper, wool and 
rubber among them — have 
dropped in price over the last 
year. 
A 
rejuvenation

Saratoga, Paul dropped by for a visit 
and after watching the champ work 
out asked if he could go a couple 
rounds with him. We suited him up and 
he went three lively rounds with the 
champ. That generally wasn’t ad­ 
visable, but Paul knew how to take 
care of himself, even against the best. 
“In 
1928 at Hampton Court 
in 
England, where I had Mickey Walker 
training for the Tommy Milliken fight 
for the middleweight championship 
Paul dropped by with two beautiful 
dolls on each arm and wanted to work 
out with Mickey. I had to refuse this 
time. It was too near the fight date and 
the Toy Bulldog was getting on edge. 
Real mean. 
Still, 
Mickey needed 
another sparring partner that day, so I 
put on my trunks, went through two 
rounds with him, just countering. But 
in the third round the roof fell in. I’m 
glad it didn’t happen to my old pal 
Paul.”

Speaking Of Your Health

My sister has had bouts of fever for 
almost a year. She has had all kinds of 
tests, but there is still no answer. Can’t 
this fever eventually make her a 
chronic invalid? 
Miss H. J. H., Ohio 
Dear Miss H.: 
One of the most baffling problems 
that 
physicians face is 
fever 
of 
unknown origin. 
Even after exhaustive tests, the 
exact cause may still be elusive. 
Examination of the blood, cultures of 
the throat, stool studies for infection 
and parasites may give some clue to 
sustained fever. 
Amoebic dysentery, 
rheumatic 
fever, malaria, typhoid fever, typhus, 
phlebitis, liver disease, intestinal 
infections, 
and even skin disorders 
can be responsible for frustrating, 
persistent fever. 
Eventually, the cause for your 
sister’s problem will be found by the 
coordinated efforts of physicians in 
many specialties. The fever itself will 
probably 
not 
be the 
reason 
for 
“chronic invalidism.” The underlying 
cause for the fever is the real threat to 
health. 
There are now government agencies 
and Public Health teams that are 


especially trained to test for and find 
the most bizarre reasons for fever of 
unknown origin. 
Occasionally, diseases thought to 
exist only in tropical and sub-tropical 
climates do occur in the United States. 
Occupational hazards that affect the 
lungs also must not be ruled out as a 
cause for this most annoying and 
debilitating condition. 


Every few months my daughter goes 
on a banana and milk diet. She does, 
indeed, lose weight quickly. Can this 
be harmful? 
Mrs. T. E F . , Va. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
Bananas are easily digested, they 
are palatable and highly nutritious. In 
combination with milk, such a diet is 
high in mineral and vitamin content. 
The hunger-satisfying qualities of 
this combination are important to 
those driven to eat by “hunger pains.” 
The greatest advantage of such a diet 
is, as with all diets, the reduction of the 
caloric intake. 
If your daughter chooses this diet for 
short periods of time, and with her 
doctor’s permission, it may be for her 
the simplest method of achieving rapid 
weight reduction. 


y Mid East Role

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There are times when it is better to 
have a forthright enemy than an 
ignorant friend. Israel has enemies 
and friends. Since the Arab oil em­ 
bargo of last year, the little country 
which has fought valiantly to maintain 
both feet in the sands of the Middle 
East has become more worried about 
the shifting support of its friends than 
its enemies. 
Since 1948, Israel has repulsed or 
stalemated every armed attack. When 
3 million people can survive the 
gunfire of 40 million, we are tempted to 
believe that little David actually killed 
Goliath with a slingshot and a stone. 
The weakness in Israel’s position lies 
in the field of diplomatic negotiation. 
One can say of Israel what Churchill 
once said of Field Marshal Bernard 
I^iw Montgomery: “In defeat he is 
difficult; in victory, impossible.” 
Shimon Peres, and before him Golda 
Meir, and before her David Ben- 
Gurion, were certain that, in peace 
feelers, they were dealing from a 
position of strength. No matter how 
many battles are won, it is the final one 
which alters history. 
Arab oil blackmail has brought great 
and good friends of Israel to their 
knees. No one can deny the propriety 
of Israel pointing a finger of scorn at 
the great nations which, alm ost 
overnight, have turned away. Israel 
has denied itself this show of in­ 
dignation, but it knows, it knows. 
It is an irony of history that a Jew, 
Henry Kissinger, cannot win con­ 
cessions 
from 
Israel. 
Students 
picket his comings and goings at Tel 
Aviv airport. The U.S. has poured 
billions in cash, tanks, planes and 
sophisticated weaponry into Israel. 
The U.S. has no treaty with the little 
nation. 
And yet, common sense dictates that 
Israel 
must 
be 
kept 
alive 
and 
flourishing. The forces allied against 
this nation are not merely warlike. 
They want nothing less than to an­ 
nihilate Israel and kill all Jews, which 
is rem iniscent of Adolf H itler’s 
aspiration. 
The latest tactic of the Knesset, 
which is to romance Sadat of Egypt 
and thus separate him from Syria and 
Saudi Arabia, will not bear fruit 
because Sadat, who appears to be 
reasonable on the surface (akin to 
Hussein of Jordan), wants most of all 
to remain in power. 
If Israel cannot divide its enemies, 
and is afraid of the dripping oil in the 
fingers of its friends, it must com­ 
promise. And this is precisely where 
the Jews are at their weakest. For 
vears thev have told the world what 


of Jerusalem, a return of the Golan 
Heights to Syria, a piece of real estate 
for the Palestinians. 
It seems to me, as a long-time 
student of history, that such talks 
should begin with summit discussions 
between the U.S. and the Soviet Union. 
If the so-called “Big Brothers” can 
agree on a pact which will mutually 
guarantee recognition of Israel and 
her borders, including her right to use 
the Suez Canal and a satisfactory trade 
agreement with her neighbors, the 
government of Israel should be 
prepared to yield on the Golan Heights, 
internationalization of Jerusalem, and 
a strip of land for the Palestinians. 
King Faisal says he longs to visit the 
Moslem shrine in Jerusalem, but will 
not, as long as Israeli bayonets are 
present. The city, where I walked 
through tank traps and around barbed 
wire three times at the Mandelbaum 
Gate, is holy to Jews, Moslems and 
Christians. 
What would it matter if the mayor 
was a Jew? I^et it be so. Appoint a 
council of Moslems, Christians and 
Jews to work with him. Thus everyone 
who holds the old, blood-spattered 
walled city dear would have access to 
the holy places. Surely it must cause 
God to smile to think of three sects 
fighting to determine who owns Him. 
No peacy treaty, either at Geneva or 
anywhere else, would be more than a 
sheet of paper unless the major powers 
agree that Israel is there, belongs 
there, and no one will be permitted to 
drive the Jews out. 
If war comes to the dunes of the 
Middle East again, I assure you that 
this time highly destructive missiles 
will be used by both sides, and cities 
will be leveled. If this occurs, who can 
deny that the U.S., supplying Israel, 
and the Russians, sending weapons to 
the Arabs, are the real protagonists? 
It is time, and past time, when Israel 
and the Arab nations put all their cards 
face up on the table. Each side must 
not only give something of substance to 
the other, they should demand 
protective guaranties from those “Big 
Brothers” who aren’t brothers at all

COLUMBUS, Ohio 
(A P )- Four 
months after sentencing, a three-time 
convicted rapist in Montgomery 
County is put on shock probation. 
The community shows alarm 
Judge Douglas Ferguson is attacked 
on many fronts. 
Shonly thereafter, the rapist is 
picked up by police in a neighboring 
town on a warrant charging him with a 
fourth rape, one that allegedly took 
place six days before he entered the 
prison on the third charge. 
The man’s attorney asks that his 
client be sent back to prison. He said 
his client was not mentally able to 
handle the controversy and remain out 
of trouble. 
State Rep. Robert E. Netzley, R-fll 
I-aura, doesn’t think this was an 
isolated case. He wants to outlaw 
shock probation, one of the new penal 
tools aimed at cutting back un­ 
necessary jailing. 


Netzley is preparing a bill that would 
not only take away a judge’s right to 
hand down shock probation but would 
require him to give a mandatory 
sentence for anybody convicted of a 
crime against an individual. 
Netzley believes the average Ohio 
jurist lives in a different world, 
isolated from the dangers other 
citizens face. 
“ How many of them have been hit on 
the head or had members of their 
family raped?” he asked 
“ These 
judges arc isolated in a judicial world 
of do-gooders.” 
Netzley contends he isn’t the only 
lawmaker concerned with shock 
probation. 
It 
gained 
national 
prominence when a federal judge used 
it to get Watergate defendants talking 
about their part in the break-in of 
Democratic National Headquarters 
and the ensuing cover-up. 
Netzley said he didn’t object to its 


use there or in burglary or breaking- 
and-entering, auto theft and similar 
crimes. 


“ What we have got to stop is crimes 
against the individual,” he said. 
“ While the judges are being nice, those 
kind of crimes are going up.” 


There were a couple of controversial 
details of the Dayton case. For one 
thing, the rapist reportedly had been in 
prison too long to be eligible for shock 
probation under the law. 
For another, the uncle to whom the 
rapist was paroled was supposed to be 
an expert in prison rehabilitation. He 
was a former prison guard, not a 
rehabilitation specialist. 
Netzley said he isn’t the only Ohio 
lawmaker studying shock probation. 
“ I think you will see several bills 
introduced limiting in one way or 
another a judge’s right to use it,” he 
said.

6 Persons Killed 
In Weekend W eather 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
At least six persons were killed and 
thousands of homes destroyed as a 
series of weekend tornadoes swept 
through the South and Oklahoma. 
Authorities said one person died at 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., where a tornado 
struck early Sunday afternoon. At 
least 50 persons were injured and 
hundreds more left homeless, officials 
said. 
Two other twisters touched down in 
Mississippi, 
causing 
extensive 
property damage in some areas. 
Heavy winds caused damage to 
several homes in Mt. Juliett, Tenn., 
and Burlington, N.C. 
In Arkansas, law enforcement 
agencies and private assistance 
groups spent Sunday searching for 
more victims of the series of tornados 
that cut across that state Saturday. So 
far, the storms have claimed at least 
one life. 
A Red Cross spokesman estimated 
that 175 homes were totally or sub­ 
stantially destroyed. Electric com­ 
pany officials said more than 200 


homes were without electrical power 
Sunday. 
Saturday’s combination of tornadoes 
and heavy snow in central and western 
Oklahoma resulted in four deaths. 
Damage was estimated at between 
$6 to $8 million alone in Duncan, where 
17 mobile homes were destroyed and 
3,900 houses were either demolished or 
heavily damaged, authorities said. 
The eastern section of Oklahoma 
was not hit hard by the twisters but did 
receive from 3 to 12 inches of snow. 
While warm temperatures are ex­ 
pected to melt most of the snow in 
Oklahoma, heavy snow warnings 
continue for much of Missouri, eastern 
Iowa, Illinois and southern Wisconsin. 
Elsewhere, showers and thun­ 
dershowers continue over southern 
Michigan and much of the Ohio Valley 
south to the Gulf Coast and into the 
Mid-Atlantic Coast region. Rain was 
also reported in southern New England 
and the Pacific Northwest. 
Temperatures early today ranged 
from 3 degrees at Watertown, S D., to 
78 at Key West, Fla. 
Soviets Progress 
In Meat, Poultry 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
An 
Agriculture Department expert said 
today that the Soviet Union is making 
significant progress in turning out 
more meat, milk and poultry for 
consumers despite reduced grain 
harvests last year. 


The push by Moscow to put more of 
those products on Russian foodtables 
has been watched closely by depart­ 
ment officials for some time as a sign 
that the Soviet Union probably will 
continue as a buyer of U.S. com and 
other livestock feeds 
“ The major bright spot in the Soviet 
farm scene last year was the good 
performance of the livestock sector, 
which continued to move ahead 
strongly,” Fletcher Pope Jr., special­ 
ist in the department’s Economic 
Research Service, said. 
Over-all Soviet farm production 
slipped 3 to 4 per cent below 1973’s 
record as the result of grain harvests 
being smaller than expected, but Pope 
said those harvests still were the 
second largest in history. 
Pope’s report, published in a weekly 
issue of “ Foreign Agriculture,” did not 
speculate on what the surge in Soviet 
livestock production may hold for U.S. 
grain exports. 
USDA officials have indicated for 
several years that Russia’s goals for 
upgrading consumer diets could lead 
to sustained sales of U.S. feed. 
The Soviets currently are buying 
relatively small quantities of corn and 
wheat, held in check by limited U.S. 
stocks and government export pol­ 
icies. 
But some officials believe long-term 
sales are possible if Russia continues 
to invest as heavily in its livestock 
sector as now indicated. 
As of Jan. I, Pope* said, Soviet 
livestock inventories were at record 
levels. The total cattle herd, for

Bird Deaths 
Are Humane, 
Expert Says 


CHATTANOOGA 
(AP) 
- 
A 
helicopter pilot who flew a birdkilling 
mission three years ago says mthods 
being used by the Army to reduce the 
bird population at Ft. Campbell, Ky. 
are the most humane possible. 
“ You have to see that many birds to 
believe what damage they can do,” 
John Gray, a Chattanooga resident 
who flew a 1972 bird spraying mission 
at the Marion Correctional Institution 
at Marion, Ohio said Saturday. 
“ When they flocked in to roost in 
early evening, 
they completely 
blocked the sun,” he said. “ And the 
waste they left was three feet high.” 
Gray said the chemical being 
sprayed on millions of blackbirds, 
starlings, cowbirds and grackles at Ft. 
Campbell—Tergitol—is as mild as 
dishwashing detergent. 
“ It’s nothing but soap and it doesn’t 
affect the ground surface,” he said. 
But it does strip birds of protective 
oils, causing them to freeze to death. 
“ There is no pain, no agony,” Gray 
said. “ The birds become numb and 
die. It is much better than poisoning or 
shooting or other solutions that could 
be used.” 
Gray said he doubts the argument 
that other birds will* be killed. 
“ Sunply because of the number of 
these birds, other species such as 
robins and cardinals would vacate the 
area,” he said. 
“ If something isn’t done, the birds 
will take out the forage completely 
because there are too many for the 
amount of food on the land. 
“ When they come in by the millions, 
they soon take out all the insects and 
then start looking for crops such as 
corn. It is unbelievable what they do to 
an area.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - John D. 
Ehrlichman, President Nixon’s former 
domestic affairs adviser who was 
convicted in the Watergate cover-up, 
will soon go to Espanola, N.M., to work 
for American Indian rights, says 
Ehrlichman’s lawyer, Ira M. Ixrwe.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (API - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has agreed to review 
the question of when a public school 
teacher is liable for injuries to his stu­ 
dents. 


The court agreed Friday to accept 
the appeal of a Putnam County teacher 
who was found personally liable for 
injuries to a pupil in a shop class acci­ 
dent. 


The teacher, David Burkhart, 
contends he’s immune to such 
lawsuits, 
unless 
they 
involve 
deliberate or malicious injuries. 
The appeal stems from a suit 
brought by McArthur Salyers, an adult 
education student, against Burkhart 
and the board of education of the 
Continental I /real School District in 
Putnam County. 
Salyers was injured in 1971 in an 
explosion during a welding class. In his 
suit, he contended the classroom and 
equipment were unsafe, and said he 
should have been warned about the 
dangerous conditions. 
The Putnam County Common Pleas 
Court dismissed the case, ruling both 
the board and the teacher were im­ 
mune from such suits if they were 
acting in their official capacities and 
there was no evidence of malice.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) — 
The government has sent troops, ar­ 
tillery and warplanes against rebel 
strongholds around Asmara in the 
most severe fighting since the civil 
war escalated a month ago. 
Residents of Asmara, 450 miles 
north of Addis Ababa, said Friday that 
Ethiopian jet fighters raided Waki 
Deba, a reputed guerrilla hideout four 
miles from 
Asmara, 
while 
other 
battles raged around the city as far 
away as Keren, a military strongpoint 
56 miles away. 
Army troops positioned howitzers on 
the Asmara golf course and shelled 
Zazega, a suspected guerrilla base a 
mile from Asmara. 
Residents said some of the shells 
flew over the U.S. communications 
station at Kagnew. 
Although government forces have 
succeeded in driving the Marxist and 
Moslem rebels out of Asmara, the 
insurgents encircle the city and are 
restricting food and fuel supplies to its 
200,000 residents. 
Asmara streets were empty and 
stores closed. Commodities produced 
in the city, including bacon, beer and 
matches, were becoming scarce in 
Addis Ababa and other Ethiopian 
cities.

Legislature’s $91 million 
education supplemental appropriation 
act became law this week without the 
Governor’s signature.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - U.S. 
Rep. Donald D. Clancy, R-Ohio, a 
member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, said legislation to bolster 
the economy will be moving within two 
weeks. 
Clancy told a news conference 
Friday he believed the public will have 
to voluntarily cut back fuel con­ 
sumption to handle energy problems. 
He said he opposes rationing 
because it would require a “tremen­ 
dous bureaucracy” costing about $2 
billion. 
In addition, rationing would result in 
fraud, counterfeiting and cheating on 
gasoline coupons.

the decision-making process on 
matters enacted by the legislature. 


On Wednesday, the Ohio General 
Assembly received the four specific 
constitutional amendment proposals of 
the Governor. As I stated early these 
four proposals deal with: 
1. Tax Breaks for Manufacturing 
Industries 
2. Expansion of Powers of the Ohio 
Housing Development Board to issue 
Revenue Bonds 
3. Nine cent increase in Gasoline 
Tax to Finance a $1.6 billion Trans­ 
portation 30 year Bond Issue 
4. Seven cent increase in the Sales 
Tax to Finance a $2.5 billion 
Development 30 year Bond Issue 
In addition, the legislature in­ 
troduced its own proposed House 
Constitutional Amendment. This is a 
continuation of the legislature 1974 
initiatives in the Housing field. The 
I egislature has done and will do all it 
can to get the Housing industry moving 
again so as to assure decent housing 
for all Ohioans. 
The legislature will now have until 
March 5 if it is to get any of the 
proposed amendments on the June 3 
ballot. 
My observation, at this time, is that 
there 
is no concensus 
in the 
legislature regarding the merits of the 
various proposals, or the merits of 
placing them on the June ballot. I ani 
certain that the next six legislative 
days will be very important in 
determining the fate of the measures. I 
am also certain the legislature will be 
open-minded, and will do everything it 
can to assure that you and other 
voters are fully aware of the con­ 
sequences of any proposed con­ 
stitutional amendments placed before 
you. 


For Ohio to continue as a strong 
industrial and agricultural state, Ohio 
must have the necessary energy 
supplies provided at reasonable costs. 
There is growing concern in the 
I/egislature that the necessary sup­ 
plies are dwindling, while the cost of 
those supplies are increasing at a far 
too rapid pace. 
In response, the legislature is 
moving immediately to adopt a Joint 
Resolution which will establish a 
Senate-House 
Legislatuve 
study 
committee to examine the situation. 
The committee will be charged with 
the responsibilities of determining 
what energy supplies are available, 
and with determining whether the 
costs of those supplies are reasonable. 
If changes in Ohio law are required 
to assure that Ohio has enough 
reasonably-priced energy then the 
committee must recommend those 
changes to the I/egislature by October 
15 of this year. 
The I/eadership of the General 
Assembly has placed a high priority on 
this effort. I am sure you will see 
concrete results developing within the 
next six months. 


As I reported in a prior issue of this 
newsletter the pace of legislative 
activity is running at an intensive 
pace. That pace is continuing. 
I have been constantly engaged in 
either committee hearings, floor 
debate or constituent discussions over 
legislative matters since the con­ 
vening of the 111th General Assembly 
on January 6. 
I am pleased that there is so much 
interest in the activities of this General 
Assembly. We need to keep working to 
assure that the problems we face in 
this state are resolved.

Nepal’s >»>ung absolute monarch re­ 
ceived the plumed crown of his 
Himalayan kingdom in a Hindu ritual. 


“ For the welfare of the people, I am 
about to crown you,” the High Priest of 
the realm c hanted today as the sun 
dissipated a mountain mist over a tiny 
inner courtyard of the carved-wood 
royal palace. 


“ For the welfare of the people, I am 
leady to be the king,” 29-year-old 
Birendra Bn 
Bikram Shah Deva 
responded. “ I will be popular like the 
raindrop. I will be friendly like the 
sun." 
As a royal astrologer with a big 
pocket watch signaled the propitious 
moment of 8:37 a.m., the priest placed 
the jeweled crown on the head of the 
10th ruler in the 200-year-old Shah 
dynasty. 
Birendra, who has been running the 
* ountry since the death of his father. 
King Mahendra, in January 1972, as­ 
sumed the title “ Incarnation of 
V ishnu, King of Kings, the Five Times 
Godly. Valorous Warrior and Divine 
Emperor.’’ 
Wearing a diamond-studded crown. 


25-year-old Queen Aishwarya Rajya 
I .aum Devi Shah sat beside her 
Harvard-educated husband on the 
throne draped with skins of a bull, a 
wildcat, a leopard, a lion and a tiger. 
More than IOO foreign repre­ 
sentatives, including Prince Charles of 
Britain and Crown PrinceAkihito of 
Japan, looked on as Birendra sat with 
regal calm and the palace band played 
a cacophonic Hindu hymn. 
Sen. Charles II. Percy, the Illinois 
Republican and former camera 
manufacturer, moved about the 
courtyard in his morning suit taking 
movies of the ceremony. 
A bevy of white-clad priests with 
yellow satin caps shuffled about the 


king, sprinkling him with holy water, 
purified butter, milk and curd as a 
priest read an 80-verse section of the 
Vedic scriptures on which the 
coronation is bast'd. 
“ You are the womb of the rule,” he 
chanted. “ You are the vagina of the 
rule.

Wooden’s 
second-ranked 
worst defeat in IO years 
Saturday night, losing to 
Pacific 8 Conference for 
Washington 103-81 at seattle. 
Earlier Saturday surprising 
Clemson 
whipped 
the 
defending National Collegiate 
Athletic Association cham­ 
pion North Carolina State, 92- 
70. 
Outside the Bruins’ locker 
room, Wooden said, “ I’m 
very 
disappointed. 
We 
weren’t outlucked, it was just 
a good beating. I was not 
surprised that we lost but I 
was surprised at how badly 
we were beaten. 
Harry Jackson paced the 
Huskies’ triumph with 27 
points, Clarence Ramsey 
added 22 and I^irry Pounds 
had 18. From the field 
Washington hit 55 per cent 
compared to UCLA’s 36 per 
cent. 
It was sweet solace for 
most of the Huskies, who a 
year ago were humiliated on 
the same court by the Bruins 
100-48. The victory came four 
coaches and more than 12 
years after Washington’s last 
previous triumph over UCLA. 
“ It is the most satisfying 
victory 
for 
me 
ever,” 
Washington Coach 
Marv 
Harshman said. “ We beat the 
team which, if it is not the 
best in the country, it is one of 
the top two or three.” 
The difference for N.C. 
State, as usual, was David 
Thompson — only this time it 
was on the negative side. The 
Wolfpack’s 
All-American 
forward fouled out 15:56 left 
in the game after scoring just

talk reveals the gunmen are 
loons on a copkilling spree. 
Why? asks a black S.W.A.T. 
sergeant. 
“Color," Hondo says. “Not 
because they’re black, brown 
or white. Because they’re 
blue." 
Subsequent scenes have the 
wounded, 
revenge-seeking 
cop and others in his precinct 
applying for membership in a 
new S.W.A.T. team forming 
there. He and two others are 
chosen after basic training. 
Meanwhile, we learn the 
killers are two brothers, their 
cousin and his wife. The men­ 
folk seek revenge because the 
brothers’ father was killed by 
police. The lady sets up am­ 
bushes by phoning police for 
help. 
Sure, Hondo’s men set a 
trap and nab the baddies, but

smelling a trap, emits this 
classic line:
